GARDENA, CAL., Nov. 26, 1972 — 
For three weeks now the traditional end 
to the Ascot racing season, the Golden 
State Championship has been rained 
out, but finally, this afternoon it made 
it, 

In years past there was a bit more 
glamour to the event, climaxing in a 
banquet where the high point awards 
for the season were given away. Fans, 
racers’ wives, their friends and others 
who were part of the Ascot scene got in 
for a modest sum, and I think the riders 
themselves only had to pay something 
like 50 cents extra at sign-up if they 
wished to attend -- and most did! It was 
one of the social events of the year. 

Maybe all the unfortunate 
cancellations did it, but this year the 
crowd was really down attendance-wise. 
At one point a wag remarked that there 
were more Experts in the pits than 
people in the stands. It was bad, and a 
great season shouldn’t have to droop off 


like that. The people who didn’t come 


missed some good racing. 

The Ascot surface, for flat track 
purposes, isn’t good during the day, 
especially when the sun shines. It beats 
down into a hard asphalt-like groove, 
cutting the times down and doing away 
with the fancy sliding the troops can do 
at night. 

There were three Novice heats. The 
first went to Randy Bailey (Yam) who 
had no troubles winning it. The second 
was Danny Hockie’s (Oss) and he really 
put the distance between himself and

the others. In the third was when the 
lifting-the-front-wheel business started. 
After a real bad jump off which ended 
with four riders being put back, it was 
Rob Morrison on his Bultaco lifting it 
up on both straights, and setting the 
fastest heat time while doing’ it, 
2:11.82. 

In the Junior Division heats Dennie 
Kanegae clipped another rider’s rear 
wheel and went out but under full 
control, but not gaining him a place in 
the program. In the second heat it was 
Ivan Shigemasa (Tri), Larry Gino, and 
Ron Powell who put on the show, 
They’d come up tight together on the 
turns but couldn’t get around each 
other. With that groove, caution was the 
better part of bravery. 

The- Experts transferred two to the 
main from three heats. Eddie Wirth on a 
good looking Yamaha took the first 
one, Kenny Roberts (Yam) the second, 
and Ron Moore on a Triumph the third 
with a good wheelie at the checkered 
flag. 

That left a lot of good Experts to 
sort it out in the semi which was good 
enough to be a Main event. Terry 
Dorsch, who had set the fastest 
qualifying time of 24.97 (night times 
are in the 22 second brackets) went up 
against Keith Mashburn, Dave Aldana, 
Frank Gillespie, Eddie Mulder and Don 
Castro. ' 

Eddie Mulder took the lead with 
Tom Rockwood right on his heels and 
showed a classic rear wheel slide when 
Tom attempted to pass him on the 
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outside. He didn’t get around (not with 


that groove) and had to settle for 
second place with Dave Aldana (Nor) 
and Don Castro behind him.) Terry 
Dorsch and Frank Gillespie went at it 
but couldn’t transfer with “Dorsch 
ending first alternate. 

In the trophy Dash it was Aldana off 
the line first, a lead he kept. After the 
race he said, “If you don’t get off the 
line first, you’fe in trouble.” Amen. 
Another rider who put that philosophy 
to the best advantage was Terry 
Moriarty in the Junior semi. He literally 
flew off the line and just couldn’t be 
caught. 

In the Junior main it was the same 
principle again, Tom Horton got the 
drop on them with Larry Gino right 
behind him. In an early lap Shegemasa 
flopped right in a cloud of riders but no 
one else went down although things 
were pretty tight. Up front it was still 
Horton. The riders weren’t gaining on 
each other on the straights showing the 
care they had to take in the turns. The 
real battle was between Ron Powell and 
Terry Moriarty who were dicing behind 
Tom White. Powell was determined to 
pass Moriarty but it was no go, Terry 
held the groove and that was it. 

The Expert main showed one thing. 
Two riders, Gary Scott and Kenny 
Roberts had figured out the fastest way 
to get around the track, the styles were 
a bit different but it ended up the 
quickest way. 

Scott took the lead but Roberts, in 
second, wasn’t fooling around. There’s

quite a difference between pitching it 
sideways and speedwaying a bike and 
that’s what Kenny was doing. He was 
literally leading with that rear wheel in 
the effort to catch Scott. 

Ron Moore got into third and held it 
while Eddie Wirth and Dave Aldana 
sorted themselves out behind for the 
eventual fifth and fourth place positions 
and in the remaining laps Eddie Mulder 
came up to really challenge Wirth. 

But up front was where the action 
was, On lap 11 going into the south 
turn, Roberts went under Scott and 
took the lead, only to be passed back on 
the same lap in the north turn. Whew! 

Roberts’ technique changed a bit and 
when he did re-pass Scott it was a classic 
in styles as they came into the tur, 
Gary was sliding feet up on the pegs and 
Kenny was road racing it, and gained 
the advantage. Sheer delight for real flat 
track fans. 

In the Novice Main, two singles beat 
the twins as Rob Morrison (Bul) and 
Danny Hockie took the measure of 
Bruce Hanlon and Randy Bailey on 
Yamaha twins. 

The day ended with no one allowed 
in the pits due to a evening car race and 
the presentation of the Ascot Trophies. 
J.C. Agajanian awarded them to Dave 
Aldana in the Expert division, Tom 
Horton for Junior, and Rob Morrison, 
Novice. Wait ’til you see the racing next 
year with all these riders moving up into 
their next division!

RE-DETONATION 


Recently, we came across an article 
by Amos Gardlin in the September 6 
issue of Cycle News (“Detonation, Part 
2...”). While Mr. Gardlin does a fine job 
of converting a somewhat difficult 
subject to good, readable laymanese, 
our research and development people 
questioned several points in the story. 

Mr. Gardlin states that engine knock 
will cause a loss in power output. While 
knock is, of course, unwanted, research 


work conducted by American Oil 
Company indicates that “under 
ordinary circumstances, knock never 


causes loss in power output.” 

While Mr. Gardlin is entitled to his 
opinion, his appeal to your readers to 
“never use no-lead” seems to be 
founded on his belief that it “sticks up 
the rings and is suspected of causing 
holes to burn in the piston tops.” Word 
here is that this statement is simply 
untrue. Our scientists responded to Mr. 
Gardlin’s claims in this fashion: 

“There is no component in lead-free 
fuel that would cause ring sticking, and, 
in fact, the use of lead-free fuels will 
probably reduce the tendency of ring 
sticking in that lead components are 
eliminated from the combustion 
chamber.”” (Italics are mine.) 

Although some two-cycle engine 
manufacturers have claimed that 
phosphorus in unleaded gasoline could 
result in piston damage, you might like 
to know that our lead-free fuels do not 
contain this additive. In fact, our 
unleaded gasolines have the same 
additive packages used in our leaded 
gasolines; namely, AMOTONE. 

Our researchers tell me that gasoline 
does ‘not separate in storage, and 
wondered at Mr. Gardlin’s statement 
that “gasoline begins to separate after 
approximately two weeks.” According 
to product development people here, 
“today’s motor gasolines may be stored 
for extended periods without noticeable 
effects of oxidation.” 

Since your readers — and Mr. Gardlin 
— are obviously interested in engine 
maintenance, I’m sending along an SAE 
paper, “Saving Maintenance Dollars 
With Lead-Free Gasoline.” It might 
answer some questions posed by readers 
intrigued by Mr. Gardlin’s stand on the 
subject.

GARDENA, CAL., Nov. 24, 1972 — 
Speedway on the half-mile finally got 
underway at Ascot after several 
rainouts, but mot to the joy and 
shouting of Steve Gresham or Scott 
Autrey.

His first two spills came in practice 
and both were pretty heavy but Steve 
managed to limp away. He then began 
to progress through the program with a 
autionless air that had his fellow racers 
scratching their heads in dismay. That 
s, until he and big Mike Konle faced off 
in their scratch heat. 

Gresham went wild again, slamming 
into the turns with full-lockers but 
Konle, who wasn’t riding conservatively 
either, was right there and when Steve 
drifted wide in tum two of lap three 
Mike whooped him, 

Enough of that. Steve went into the 
Scratch Semi and returned to winning 
ways again, besting Sonny Nutter. 
Having already etched his name onto 
the Handicap Main card, Steve looked in 
bright shape for a possible double win. 

Then there was Scott Autrey, who 
had wowed the crowd during practice. 
All the way around, flat out, never shut 
off, sending up rooster-tails that would 
make the bravest of flat-trackers 
shudder, 

Right away, in event one, the 
Handicap heat, Scott came off the 
30-yard line and passed them all as he 
went into lap two. He was flat haulin’ as 
he climbed to an incredible lead picking 
up the white flag. Then, womp, the 
engine went to sleep and Scott slowed 
to a stop at trackside. Mark Cherry, 
zero-liner, managed to hold off the 
desperate drives of Mike Bast’s souring 
machine in that one. 

So, Scott went through the program 
doing the advancing but still trying to 
get the engine back and well. When he 
and Mike Konle ended up the only two 
running in the Scratch Semi, he was 
rolling along smoothly but aggressively 
in front. Then it happened. In turn two, 
the last lap the sound of an engine going 
dead. Scott and bike hit the wall. 

When the ambulance made the tum 
back to the pits and not to the exit, a 
great sigh went across the bleachers. 
Five minutes later, however, they 
decided to take Scott to the hospital 
anyway. 

After Sonny Nutter clicked his heels 
and whipped the troops in the Handicap 
Consolation, the Main event crew lined 
up. Mike Konle was undefeated through 
heat and Semi; Gresham, too. A real 
faceoff again. Out of tum three it 
occurred: four riders  flip-flopped 
around and eventually tangled with the

After much 
discussion, Steve finally wobbled off the 
track under his own power and headed 
for the pits. He and Bill Cody failed to 
make the restart. 

No matter as Konle flat lowered the 
boom and sped to the win. Ferrell and 
Bast were locked in a good one and 
Mike finally got by the 10-liner while 
heading into the final tour. 

A great deal of hullabaloo followed 
as riders and officials tried revamping 
and advancing riders to fill up the fast 
dwindling card for the Scratch 
Consolation and Main.

There is a difference between the 
production Honda 250 motocrosser and 
the few works machines in this country. 
The distinctions are externally slight but 
nonetheless exist. What may be more 
remarkable is that there seem to be no 
major differences in design, either of 
engine or basic geometry. 

Impressions gathered by some 
Southern California riders indicate that 
Honda has followed the same route as 
Kawasaki in motocross engine design, 
i.e., a broad, flat power curve. The goal 
was to produce lots of torque at low 
RPM, even if it meant giving away a 
horsepower or two. The Honda 250 
does just that. It is not pipey but 30 
horses would be a top estimate. It is 
possible to stand the Elsinore and the 
works bike on the rear wheel just by 
dialing on throttle from fairly low in the 
rev range. The Hondas are, at any rate, 
fast enough as they are. They won’t 
suffer a speed disadvantage.

A while back we had a cover picture 
showing someone with his racing bike 
on a sidecar.

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The Great Motocross Silencer Hassle and Other FIM Goodies

Much debate in _ international 
motocross circles has centered around 
the disqualification, penalization, and 
regulations for AMA _ motocross 
competition under international (which 
means FIM) sanction. The AMA has 
been criticized; riders have been 
criticized, especially Hans Maisch for 
ignoring the black flag, and the riders’ 
Team Managers have been criticized for 
not informing their racers of the rules. 

For the U.S. to be accepted as a 
respected member in International 
motocross competition, which is the 
only route to having an American World 
Champion, we really have to get our 
stuff together. This aspect of the 
situation is what makes it important. 
Otherwise, we don’t need the FIM 
sanction and all riders have to take their 
chances under whatever rules and 
interpretations the AMA cares to use for 
motocross. But this isn’t the case. 

Now “Light Brown”, who spends his 
weekends gamboling around the 
country in the guise of John Lancione, 
the AMA motocross referee, has been 
taken to task by the Europeans, accused 
of favoritism and_ generally 
bad-mouthed. Now John may be 
inexperienced, which anybody would be 
since there haven’t been all that many 
national MX refs, but he is not insincere 
or incapable. Take a for-instance. The 
Inscrutable Lackey-Shoulda- 
Been-Flagged Controversy at the 
Houston Trans AMA that made it look 
like Hans Maisch was being 
discriminated against on the basis of 
national origin in explained below by 
“Light Brown”: 

“Brad’s expansion chamber broke in 
two during the third moto leaving the 
silencer and part of the stinger dangling 
from a bracket (not safetywire) but still 
attached to the bike. In effect his 
silencer had come off. Remembering all 
too well the problems at Road Atlanta 
(where Maisch was disqualified for 
failing to heed the black flag for the 
same reason...Ed.) I personally went to 
trackside to see this. Since I was some 
distance from the finish line, I radioed 
the flagman and instructed him to black 
flag Brad. I then walked to a position 
where I could observe the flagman. 
Right away, I saw that the flagman was 
giving the riders the white (last lap) flag. 
At this point in time, I did not know if 
Brad had been given the last lap flag or 
not. So I asked the flagman if the leader 
was ahead or behind Brad. The flagman 
said that the leader was in front of Brad. 
This meant that the checkered’ flag 
would be given before Brad came 
around again and, according to our 
rules, the race is over when the 
checkered flag is displayed. Thinking 
that the leader was about to take the 
checkered flag I radioed the flagman 
and told him to put the black flag away 
as he would be giving the checkered flag 
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next. Well, I’m standing there watching 
and all of a sudden there goes Brad by 
the finish line, takes the white flag and 
starts his last lap. This is the point at 
which he should have received the black 
flag but didn’t for the reasons stated 
above. A minute or so later the leader 
came by, the race was over and my 
problem had started.” 

Based on all the information 
available to him, including discussion 
with the Kawasaki Team Manager, 
“Light Brown” decided to penalize Brad 
two laps. The two lap penalty moved 
him from sixth to seventeenth for the 
moto. Brad finished eighth overall. 

John then goes on to inform us that 
the AMA policy on silencers for 
motocross has been changed effective 
November 12th this year. All exhaust 
systems are inspected on the starting 
line before each moto. If, in the 
referee’s opinion, the exhaust system or 
any part of it is not satisfactorily 
secured the rider is informed. If, during 
that moto, the exhaust system or any 
part of it comes adrift, the rider will be 
black flagged. He may either retire from 
the race or go to the pits, make repairs 
and continue the moto. Should a rider 
whose exhaust system passed inspection 
on the starting line have problems out 
on the course during the subsequent 
moto, he will be black flagged only for 
safety reasons. That seems fair enough 
to us. 

Second item of concern to many is 
the way the TransAMA series has been 


run. It is not strictly in accordance with 
FIM rules, though it adheres to most of 
them. This is due to a set of 
Supplementary Regulations governing 
this series only issued by the AMA. The 
application and issuing of these SR’s is 
provided for in the international FIM 
rulebook. The intent is to take care of 
special situations which may prevail in 
the country or venue where the event is 
taking place. 

The supplementary rules are legal, 
under FIM rules, and are binding on all 
riders in the TransAMA series, both U.S. 
and-non-U.S. These supplementary rules 
spell out, among other things, the flag 
system to be used for the series. The 
black flag is identified as meaning 
“disqualification of the rider, report to 
the referee”. If the riders or their team 
managers didn’t read the SR’s or 
translate them into the appropriate 
lanfuage, that’s kind of too bad. It is 
quite unprofessional, however,~to get 
into a contest for big stakes without 
knowing the rules of the game. 
Anyhow, the flag system was no 
novelty, The black flag was used at the 
Motocross des Nations in Holland so 
international riders can be presumed to 
be familiar with it. Arguments of Hans 
Maisch’s ignorance of the system do not 
hold up. AMA officials, particularly the 
referee, should not be taken to task on 
that count. 

The biggest complaint we have heard 
from both European and American 


riders, particularly the Europeans, is 
being required by the promoter to pay 
to get into the pits. They seem to have a 
point. Promoters are trying to make a 
buck but if they start charging riders 
and mechanics to get in to put on the 
show they are, in the long run, slitting 
their own throats. Especially since they 
are not paying appearance money to the 
big names; something the big names are 
used to in Europe for international 
events. 

Roger DeCoster also commented that 
it would be better to have a committee 
make rules interpretations and decisions 
at a motocross such as the TransAMA 
instead of one man, the motocross 
referee. Would a bunch of officials 
squabbling and debating the merits of 
an argument really make better 
decisions than one man when they have 
to be made quickly? This is the 
European way but we doubt if it’s any 
better in its final outcome. 

Americans, riders and officials, have 
a lot to learn about International 
motocross and freely admit it, and you 
can bet that next year it will be a lot 
different — for everybody. We’re getting 
dialed into this game and can start 
thinking about losing our inferiority 
complexes. 

Yanks haven’t been doing this as long 
as the British or the Europeans but 
we're starting to play this motocross 
game pretty damn well. So much for 
1972.

you hold an FIM license and even help 
out at a sanctioned event you can get 
penalized, and remember that the AMA 
is our FIM body like the ACU is in 
England. 

Seems to me it wasn’t so long ago we 
had quite a tempest when riders started 
riding other organizations’ events and 
the AMA tried to pull their licenses. I 
remember clearly that Wes Cooley got 
into the act and found out there are 
laws prohibiting this kind of action and 
that a professional has the right to make 
a living. That means he can ride where 
ever there’s money, but 1 wouldn’t want 
to see that bag of snakes untied again!

On Politics and Motorcycles 
Sometime around the end of June of 
this year I visited the Democratic 
headquarters in Los. Angeles and asked 
if they could induce Senator McGovern 
to issue a statement on motorcycles. 
They promised to see what could be 
done, but nothing happened for a 
couple of months. At that time my only 


real interest was journalistic: getting a. 


statement from a major candidate 
would be quite a coup and might be 
worth a magazine article as well as 
important.space in Cycle News. 

As time went on I became more 
concerned from a personal standpoint 
and wanted to do something to help 
McGovern’s effort, so I visited and 
talked to people in the McGovern 
Organization. Lots of time was spent but 
nothing was accomplished. Finally one 
of the press aides in the organization 
suggested that I prepare a “package” 
with some background data on 
motorcyclists, an explanation of their 
problems, and some sort of a statement 
that would appeal to cyclists and be 
consistent with the candidate’s position. 
So I did. Nothing happened. 

Finally it was suggested that I mail 
the package directly to Senator 
McGovern and his campaign chairman, 
Frank Mankoweicz in Washington. I 
found this kind of ‘message in a bottle” 
approach amusing in a sad sort of way, 
but there was nothing to be lost at this 
point but some postage. Predictably, 
nothing happened. 

Ten days before the election, | had 
given up hope. There was almost no 
time to do anything even if I got the 
statement. On the way out to an enduro 
on a Saturday evening with publisher 
Chuck Clayton I stopped to see a friend 
in the Sunland Shamrocks, Johnny 
Clausen. In passing I mentioned my lack 


have a statement in time for the last 
edition of our paper to be printed 
before the election. At nine o’clock the 
next morning Washington called back 
and dictated the statement. By the time 
it was typed and set it was too late to 
make the Eastern edition, but it did 
make Cycle News West. 

After the frantic Monday morning 
activity I had a chance to sit down and 
think a bit. It seemed a shame that so 
few motorcyclists would hear about 
McGovern’s statement and I started 
wondering if there was anything I could 
do .in the scant six days remaining 
before the election. The only thing that 
seemed feasible was to get out a mailing 
with McGovern’s statement. But to 
whom could we mail? Mailing to 
individual motorcyclists would be 
fruitless, and besides | had no mailing 
list. But for a start I remembered that 
Cycle News had published a list of 
about 400 motorcycle clubs. If we 
mailed the statement to the Secretary of 
the club and — a big if — the secretary 
thought it was important enough, we 
could reach quite a few people. That 
was a start. About the only other way 
would be to send the statement to 
motorcycle shops and ask them to post 
it on their bulletin board. 

I called a friend in my club whom I 
thought might be interested in helping, 
Marvin Le Blanc. He knew where we 
could purchase a mailing list of the 

~ shops. He checked it out and found out

afford a mailing to our immediate 
families let alone to 3000 motorcycle 
shops. I called the few people that I 
knew that might have some money 
(with no success) and I called John 
Clausen. John didn’t have any money

“Go ahead and get started,” 
he said, “‘I’ll raise the money.” S 

The deadline was pretty tight. It was 
now Tuesday morning and anything not 
in the mail Thursday would have no 
hope of doing any good. We wanted a 
reasonably professional looking poster 
containing a headline, the statement and 
a plug urging people to tell their friends, 
spread the word, vote, and so on. I sat 
down and made the poster. John was 
raising money. Marvin started recruiting 
people to help with the mailing. Late 
Tuesday, heart in my throat, I took the 
poster down and had it printed. If John 
didn’t come up with some money I was 
going to be in a lot of trouble with my 
bank, That evening John told me that 
while he hadn’t raised all the money, he 
was able to guarantee it up to $300. His 
son Robie who owns a small air 
conditioning business had made a 
personal $30 donation and advanced the 
money to get the job done. 

That evening I picked up the printing 
and my wife addressed flyers to all clubs 
on the Cycle News list. Marvin had 
recruited a bunch of people, mostly 
from our club, to help do the mailing. 
We were going to meet at the library.

When the library closed Wednesday 
evening we all went over to Marvin’s 
house and stuffed the envelopes, put 
stamps on them and, near midnight, I 
went to the main Post Office and mailed 
them.

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THE NATIONAL PAPERS 


by Bob F. Read 
After talking with some of the 
people involved in the recent AMA 


Congress it seems to be the general 
opinion that the new rule calling for 
Experts — only at all National dirt track 
races next year is the best thing to 
happen since the invention of the round 
wheel. 

As was expected, some publications 
erroneously stated that it would be 
Experts-only at all Nationals and not 
just dirt track races. Also expected was 
a quick response from the Texas area 
which had long had a few Junior riders 
show up for the annual. Astrodome 
events, time trial, and then watch the 
races from the sidelines for being too 
slow on the clocks. 

‘I have tried to talk with as many 
people as possible regarding: this big 
change in the rules. After looking and 
listening I think the AMA has done the 
right thing. 

It seems as though the. reason for 
running Juniors at dirt track Nationals 
in the beginning was to pad the program 
due to lack of total entries in the Expert 
class. In other words, to insure a full 
program of racing. 

The AMA has made great strides in 
recent years in obtaining good purses 
for good racing and riders. This has 
found more Experts, especially 
California Experts, traveling to the far 
corners of the country to compete in 
the Nationals. Each year of late it has 
become more and more worthwhile to 
hit more than just the few in one’s own 
backyard, so to speak. 

The Junior class has been taking a 
total of 20% of the total National purse 
at each track but yet only a few Juniors, 
according to the record, travel and enter 
more than one or two Nationals each 
year. 

The record also shows that each 
season there are really only a handful of 
potential Experts in the Junior class. 
These riders do the majority of winning 
so it boils down to the point where

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forty to six Juniors show up at 
Nationals to practice, time trials, run 
heat races and then fill in the holes in 
the final for one or two riders to do all 
the winnings. 

To pay a good purse promoters have 
to charge a pretty good price at the gate 
to draw a crowd and show a profit..The 
Experts are the headliners, the guys that 
draw the people. The new program 
should find more Experts at each 
National with the setup now that will 
pay good to fair money to at least half 
of the riders that make the program. 

There were about a thousand 
licensed Junior riders this past season, 
maybe more. The guess is that less than 
a hundred will have enough points to 
transfer to Expert by January. They just 
didn’t have the talent or experience to 
make enough points to transfer to the 
Expert class. 

It has been disappointing in the past 
to see fifty or more Juniors show up for 
a National that will take only two dozen 
from time trials to the program and yet 
down the road there will be one or more 
non-national half miles begging for 
entries, races where the Junior could 
gain experience, points, and money. 

A lot of potentially good riders never 
want the Expert rating bad enough to 
work for it. The AMA will never havea 
lot of races in every area and history has 
shown that the riders with the desire to 
be a racer often pack úp and head to 
wherever the races are being held. 

A case in point is Jim Rawls, a Texan 
who wanted to be a racer but found 
only a few short tracks under the AMA 
banner in his home state. There is a lot 
of non-AMA racing in his area but that 
doesn’t get you the required points to 
make Expert, and it never will. 

Rawls hit the road as a privateer and 
must have traveled at least 50,000 miles, 
scoring points and gaining experience 
and he did it with a lot less money than 
the average Junior has in his pocket this 
year or any other year. He made it to 
the Expert class just like Sammy 
Tanner, Al Gunter, Carroll Resweber 
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DKW — Rickman — Steen’s

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and many others before him. He’ll do 
alright as a rookie next year as he will 
have a shot at not one but two main 
events at every dirt track National. 

Before the AMA could even explain, 
or be asked to explain how the new 
program was going to work the calls 
started coming in from a few people 
who got caught with their points down. 

As we get it now it will even be 
better for the Juniors that have the 
ability in their second year of 
professional racing. Tracks such as 
Houston, San Jose, Castle Rock and 
others are going to host an 
“Invitational” race for Juniors at their 
Nationals. 

Houston is considering inviting the 
top Novice riders from last season who 
made the Junior ranks to race each 
night at the twin Nationals the end of 


January in a special main event each 


night. 

Other Nationals that run later in the 
year are going to invite Junior riders to 
request an invitation, based on their 
performance up to the time of the 
event. This means that the paying fan 
can see the best Juniors in action and a 
good Junior does not not have to worry 
about being eliminated in the time trials 
or the heat race, as there will be none, 
for money. 

This plan appears to have a lot of 
merit, If a Junior in ‘73 wants to 
compete at all or most of the Nationals 
he should throw away his Novice 
press-clippings and start riding as much 
as possible with his yellow number 
plate. 

There is an old saying in racing that a 
good Junior is only one for a single 
season but you are an Expert for a long 
time and can never look, or go, back. 
Each year more and more Experts are 
making’ a full time living racing 
motorcycles, this was the idea many 
years ago but has just started to become 
a reality. 

We don’t know of any riders that 
spent more than one or two years in the 


Junior class that ever made it big as an 
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Expert at National dirt track races. We 
have run into a lot of longtime Juniors 
who really have no desire to race any 
place except in their own area and be 
able to say that they entered such and 
such a National year after year. 

As the National purses have increased 
so have many of the non-national 
events. Promoters at Northville Downs 
in Detroit, Harrington, Delaware and 
Wilson, North Carolina are just a few 
along with traveling promoter, Don 


Brymer, who have been and will be - 
putting on non-nationals next season ` 


that will rival most of the Nationals. 
They need riders to justify the purses 
that will be on par with what National 
purses were just three or four years ago. 

The AMA has also created a new 
“Regional” race series. There will be a 
point fund to go with it. This means 
that a Junior can now make additional 


money for every point he scores. The ° 


regional races are not Nationals. 

If you read this column and are a 
sponsor, tuner, or Junior rider in ‘73 
and want to race at some of the 
National dirt track events it appears that 
you can be assured of making 
guaranteed money. Just get that license 
early and start racing. Promoters want 
Junior riders with winning records next 
season and they want you back again in 
1974 — as a rookie Expert. 

If you don’t have the experience or 
the equipment there is still hope. Some 
national promoters are going to host 
Junior-Novices programs the day or 
night before their National next year. 

Big Brother (your AMA 
Congressman) is looking out for you, 
just give him a chance to explain it and 
prove it. From here it looks like the way 
to go if you want to make a career out 
of racing in the years to come.

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WHEELSPORT NATIONAL ENDURO

LAWRENCE, KANS., Nov. 12, 1972 — 
The first National enduro in Kansas 
took place here today. The Wheelsport 
Motorcycle Club has been putting on 
top class enduros for about seven years 
and was ready for its first National.

The 114 mile course was very well 
marked. One of the riders said there was 
so many arrows it looked like it was 
snowing. Ed Schmidt, overall champion, 
said the course was very well marked 
except for one creek crossing .where

The nation’s largest computerized 
registry of motor vehicles in California’s 
Department of Motor Vehicles now has 
become the first in the United States to 
include all types of off-highway 
vehicles. 

“Owners now have a better chance to 
recover their porperty and officers can 
make arrests for violations involving 
off-highway vehicles where, until now, 
there was almost no way to do so,” said 
Department of Motor Vehicles Director 
Robert C. Cozens. 

“With the help of the nation’s most 
complete data information system of its 
kind, officers almost instantly can learn 
whether an off-highway vehicle they are 
checking is stolen.” 

He emphasized, however, that the 
vehicles first must be identified with a

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there should have been a danger 
marking.

Sponsoring hotel general managers, 
Richard Schofield of the Sahara and 
Jess W. Hinkle of the Mint, announced a 
total guaranteed purse of $70,000 for 
the March 18-21 event. Prize money 
posted by the two hotels plus 
manufacturers contingency awards 
should push the total cash and products 
awards over the $150,000 mark. 

Race director Mel Larson stated that 
prize money will be distributed over 
seven divisions for motorcycles, dune 
buggies, four-wheel drive utility 
vehicles, production-type cars and the 
new mini-pickups. ` 

First place money in four divisions 
will be $6,600 while $3,300 will go to 
the top money maker in each of the 
other three. The top ten will receive 
cash in four divisions and the top five in 
the remaining three. 

Chief Steward Walt Lott is currently 
working with the Bureau of Land 
Management for approval of a course 
that will take competitors over country 
which promises to be the most grueling 
in the race’s history. Lott advises new 
competitors and all those who 
competed in last year’s race and have 
not yet received their rule book and 
entry form to write: Race Director, Del 
Webb Desert Rallye, Mint Hotel, Las 
Vegas, Nevada 89101.

LAS VEGAS, NEV., Nov. 25, 1972 — 
The stars look so close I feel that I 
could touch them, There is a skim of ice 
on the few patches of water beside the 
road, which make me more aware of the 
comfort of the van’s heater. 

Off to the right I see a campfire. 
Perhaps a rider who strayed off the 
course, and, too weary to push his bike 
further, has lit a fire and huddles near it. 
I want to pick him up and give him a 
ride into the next town but we are 
separated by a barbed wire fence and 
miles of desert over which the van 
cannot travel. 

Day dawned clear and bright. Riders 
rose at first light, climbed into -stiff 
leathers and heavy jackets and stamped 
their feet to get circulation going. Those 
who were not too nervous ate breakfast. 
They rubbed frost off the bike’s seat

with gloved hands and attempted to kick 
the machine to life. They made last 
minute adjustments and checked 
equipment. One last ride to the bomb. 

At 7:15 a.m., 2500 riders lined up on 
the floor of a desert valley near 
Barstow, California, facing the rising sun 
and Las Vegas, 168 miles away. 

San Gabriel Valley M.C. dropped the 
banner at 7:30 a.m. and the first wave 
of riders tore across the valley. 

“It’s going to be a good day,” Tom 
Smith told himself, kicking the 360 
Yamaha into fifth gear. He had picked 
his path to the bomb and practiced it 
and now was charging down that trail as 
fast as the Yamaha would carry him. 

The crowd of spectators at the bomb 
saw Tom charging toward them, but 
made no move.to get out of his way. 
Muttering, Tom downshifted. to third 
and dodged around the side of the 








group and picked up his trail on the 
other side. He could hear the DKW 
screaming under the throttle hand of 
Tom Brooks, and he knew that there 
were a hundred men behind Brooks who 
could take this win from him, but today 
was his and he was determined to hang 
on to it. He charged on, hotly pursued 
by 800 other Amateur and Expert 
desert riders. 

Smith jumped the road crossing at 
the first alternate pit and spectators and 
trucks were a blur as he streaked down 
the pit road with Brooks, Gene 
Cannady, A.C. Bakken and Troy Hollis 
right behind him. Former World 
Motocross Champion and winner of this 
year’s Mexican 1000, Rolf Tibblin 
roared down the road after them. 

The list of the first hundred riders to 


Right behind Tom, ‘Brooks’ (DKW) ‘WHo! came so close to doing the impossible — winning 


pass this point would read like a Who’s 
Who of Desert Racing. Larry 
Pfutzenreuter, the Bultaco rider whom 
many thought would win today’s race, 
lost his clutch lever at the smokebomb, 
stopped to put it back on and re-entered 
the race about fortieth overall. George 
Walker (Kaw), with all his years of 
experience, got a flat tire and did not 
even make it to the bomb. 

Tom Smith’s Yamaha, tuned bv 
Yamaha of Glendale, was running 
beautifully. Past the second gas pit he 
saw Checkers’ pit crew signalling that he 
was first and cheering him on. He took 
one hand from the bars to wave at 
them, glanced around to see who was 
behind him, overshot the corner and 
crashed. 


Gene Cannady (Hon) was moving

fast and when Tom looked up, Cannady 
was rapidly disappearing down the road. 

It all happened so fast that Smith 
was up, had kicked the Yamaha back to 
life and was charging after Cannady 
before the next rider had.a chance to 
take advantage of the situation. 

Young Tom Brooks, riding his 
formidable 125 DKW had challenged 
Tom Smith’s lead all the way. Through 
the rough sections Brooks would take 
the lead, only to be out-powered when 
the going was smooth. Fast, talented 
and determined, Brooks struggled to 
hang onto the lead. 

Cannady’s Honda had lost all but 
second and fifth gear and at Stateline, 
no longer in contention, he dropped out 
of the race for good. Brooks now had a 
three minute lead over second place 
Smith, and A.C. Bakken was still further 
behind, 

Brooks knew there was only one way 
for him to win it. He had opened the 
throttle full to the stops on the starting 
line and he held it there, relying on his 
strength and talent. to keep him and his 
bike upright over the Cobby sections. 

At Stateline, he could almost taste 
the victory. It was a reality within his 
grasp. He had been first overall several 
times in recent Hare and Hound events, 
but today was special. This was The 
Race and he wanted that first place. He 
was willing to let his body and bike take 
the kind of beating necessary to earn 
the win. It would be worth it. Disaster 
struck just outside Stateline. The header 
pipe blew off the DKW and with it went 
the bike’s peak power and Brooks’ 
chance. 

Many riders with less skill or less luck 
were already out of the race, Tom 
Smith had gotten off three times. 
Picking his bike up for the third time 
decided that he might be riding just a 
little over his head. He determined to 
ride at his normal pace and hope that it 
was fast enough to give him a victory. 

Smith flashed past Brooks and the 
slowed DKW. They had started the final 
leg of- the race. If he could hang on and 
keep calm and if his bike lasted...if. He 
could win, 

More spectators. He had seen them at 
every crossroads along the way. Now 
they were silhouettes at the top ofa 
small rise. He roared.past them and saw 
the banners of the finish chute rushing 
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ept his hold on that 1x plate, finishing three places up on Fisl 
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at him. He dared not look over his 
shoulder to see if anyone was about to 
pass him. Then, before he had time to 
grasp it fully, he was riding the brakes, 
sliding sideways, trying to stop before 
he ran through the barricade of bodies 
and ribbon that were the end of the 
race. 

Barely aware of the cheering crowd, 
Tom accepted his finisher’s pin and 
bottle of champagne which were hung 
on ribbon around his neck like medals. 

He did it. He was the winner of the 
world’s biggest Hare-and Hound. He had 
beaten the best that desert racing had to 
offer. And it was Tom Smith’s first 
overall win ever. 

Riding his disabled bike to the limit, 
Tom Brooks soared over the rise and 
into the finisher’s chute, second overall 
and first Division I] Lightweight Expert. 
And the best that a bike this small had 
ever finished in the Barstow-to-Vegas 
race. 

A.C. Bakken had moved from fourth 
to third to second to third to second to 





back Rolf Tibblin (907) got past him, though. 


third all the way through the race. At 
the finish line he was still in third place. 
His ten-minute gain had not quite been 
enough. He slid through the chute 
sideways, perhaps disappointed at not 
winning, but grinning at the fact that he 
had done so well. 

Last year, A.C. was first Novice in 
the B-V, and he did it wearing a brace to 
ease the pain from three cracked 
vertebrae which had not quite healed. 

Rolf Tibblin came in next, fourth 
overall and third Open Expert. Rolf 
received his congratulations, finisher’s 
pin and champagne, stepped up and 
congratulated Bakken, allowed the 
photographers a few moments for 
pictures, then left with friends who 
pushed his Husky away for him. 

The experience and talent of Larry 
Pfutzenreuter were taxed to the limit as 
he moved from fortieth place at the 
bomb to fifth at the finish line. Larry is 
fighting to maintain possession of the 
Number One Lightweight plate.

Finishing first 250 Expert today may 
have cinched that title again for him. If 
he was disappointed at not being first 
overall, it did not show as he pushed his 
way through the crowd of well-wishers 
to congratulate those who finished 
ahead of him, 

Desert racing is a very personal thing 
and nobody knows except the racer 
what heroics he performed between the 
start and the finish. They see him flash 
by at the „pits and check points and 
know his order but they know nothing 
of the problems and personal victories 
along the way. And he can’t really tell 
you. 

He might tell you about the road 
crossing where he got all crossed up and 
thought he lost it and then managed to 
save it, but he can’t really tell you how 
it felt when he found himself landing 
upright and flying toward the finish. 

Larry Roeseler got a good start and 
his Baja was screaming along in perfect 
form. Just out of Gas Check One his 
rear tire went flat. Larry fought the 
bike, hoping against hope that the tire 
would stay on the rim, Knowing that he 
was not going to be first Trailbike, he 
kept trying for the best finish he could 
manage. He wasn’t surprised when 
Cordis Brooks passed him and went on 
to take first Trail Expert. 

Perhaps he was a little surprised that 
the tire did stay on the rim and that 
nobody else in his class got by him and 
he was able to take second place in his 
class, finishing at 112th overall. 

Cordis Brooks is somewhat unusual. 
His Hodaka stands right in the middle of 
this year’s lineup, Number 5. 
Sandwiched in the middle of the row of 
top ten Trailbike riders this year, his is 
the only bike which is not a Harley 
Baja. 

It was a long race, and nobody 
knows what Cordis had to demand of 
himself and the Hodaka in order to be 
first Trailbike across the finish line. But 
when he received his finisher’s pin and 
champagne, he forgot what it had cost 
him and how sore he would be the next 
day and grinned. 

It was a great day for Yamaha of 
Glendale. Not only was first overall, 
Tom Smith, riding out of their shop, 
but first Amateur, Jack Orndoff, is 
Yamaha of Glendale, 

Bob Van Stee, carrying number 
1234x on his Bultaco, was first 250 
Amateur, closely followed by Jeff Kirk 
(Yam) who was second 250 Amateur. 

Neil Christman piloted his Puch in 
for victory in the Division I 
Lightweight Amateur battle, finishing 
ahead of a great many Experts in that 
division. 

Chuck Cartledge was sure that his 
Hodaka wasn’t going to make it. But he 
didn’t break down and he was the 
fourth Trailbike to cross the finish line 
as first Amateur Trailbike. 

Finishing 269th overall, Mike Powers 
rode his 250 Montesa in for the win as 
first Novice, followed by Thomas Grant 
on a 250 Husky. 
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First Open Novice was Jim Harwood, 
mounted on a 360 Husky, with Walt 
“Wild Duck” Morrison and his 400 
Suzuki right behind for second Open 
Novice. 

Mark Dunlogson rode his 175 Penton 
in for Novice win in the Division II 
lightweight class, with Bob Ehorn 
(DKW) taking second place. 

George Guiles (Hod), the pride of the 
Stump Jumpers, was first Trail Novice 
by a wide margin. Much later, Bob 
Kiker rode his Honda in for second 
place, followed shortly by Robert 
Zamora (Yam). 

Tim was when the 650 Triumph was 
King of the Desert. No more. Triumphs 
are so rare, in fact, that when Mike 
Burke rode his across the finish line 
S.G.V.M.C.. gave him a bottle of 
champagne and saluted him as first 
Dinosaur. 

John McCowen and Kookie (Hus) 
finished today, drawing a large crowd of 
cheering friends. John had started 
earlier that today would be Kookie’s 
last long race as he is getting too old for 
that sort of thing. Kookie got off once 
during the race, injuring his eye. 
Although it looked like it hurt, the eye 
seems to be O.K. 

Bill Thorwaldson, better known to 
some as “Pops” or “Uncle Bill”, rode 
his 250 Bultaco in, very pleased with 
himself and more pleased when the San 
Gabriel folks presented him with his 
champagne. We couldn’t discover 
whether the prize was for being first Old 
Timer, first former Number ONe, or just 
for being “Pops”, but everyone was so 
pleased to see him finish that any of 
those reasons seemed adequate for us. 

There are 2500 stories about the 
Barstow-to-Vegas race. Some of them 
are sad, some funny. AMA’s own Mike 
Hinshaw managed a glorious 694th 
overall. He says his Husky seized five 
times and then he got run over. The 
moral to that story is: If you are tired 
and feel you must lie down and rest, do 
so off the course. 

A great many bikes barely finished 
the race. Some with chains hopelessly 
tangled, with tires coming off the rims 
and spokes bent every which way, with 
transmission locking up, with bent and 
broken frames and fenders and 
handlebars, But the finishers just kept 
coming in. 

Current Open Expert points leader, 
Art Knapp (Hus), didn’t finish as well as 
usual today, but he did finish. His bike 
seized and while he waited for it to 
cool, somebody got off hard right in 
front of him, breaking an arm. 

Art felt that he couldn’t leave the 
boy and sat with him for about two 
hours. Finally, Art rode out and got a 
pickup to haul the boy to a hospital or 
first-aid center, Then Art continued the 
race. Right after Stateline, Art came 
upon a fellow club member whose bike 
had -quit. Well, that far back, he might 
as well lend a helping hand. Art towed 
the fellow in, finishing late in the 
afternoon at 1462nd overall. Lessee, 
with 2500 starters, 1462nd position is 
worth how many points? 

It was a long race and sometimes you 
have to find a way to give yourself a 
little incentive. Number 20 pieplate, 
riding a Kawasaki, had a Mr. Goodbar 
candybar strapped on his handlebars. 
“That’s my treat for finishing the race,” 
he quipped. 

Last year’s B-V had 638 finishers, led 
by a guy named: J.N. Roberts. This year 
there were 2500 starters (Entry limited 
courtesy BLM.). Starting time was 
moved up to 7:45 a.m. and the course 
was altered slightly to avoid the section 


e 
where so many ran out of gas last year. 


The starting line was moved 12 miles 
toward Las Vegas. At last count, 
including cute little Chris Fields (Yam) 
and five side hacks, first place going to 
Don Davis and partner Acevedo on a 
Honda (Yes, they went all the way.) 
there were over 1600 finishers. 

I wonder how many of those 
finishers were helped by the blessing of 
the man with white robes, sandals, long 
hair and beard who dipped his cross in 
benediction at each rider passing Check 
One?

— In this race under the dome of the 
Salt Lake Fairgrounds Coliseum, there 
were more turn-of-events than on a 
roulette wheel.

It 
was a two-way battle between Craig 
Williams and Tommy Dickerson. 


In the first heat the two jockeyed S

OBSERVED TRIALS, a sport which is 
on the increase in leaps and bounds 
(pun intended) is thought by most to be 
something new, at least to the U.S.A. 
but friends of Bill Grapevine know 
otherwise. 

In 1951, Bill promoted what was 
probably the first motocross on the 
American continent and, shortly after 
that, he began fiddling around with 
Observed Trials. 

He promoted a great many Trials and 
competed in even more. When he rode, 
he usually rode on a bike of his own 
design and construction and in so doing 
he created a demand that exceeded his 
ability to produce enough of his 
specialized motorcycles. 

It was only logical that he should 
search for an existing factory capable o“ 
giving him the quantity and the quality 
that he required in a Trials mount. 

A little more than a year ago, Bill 
found the ultra-modern and progressive 
thinking Moto Islo motorcycle factory 
nestled high in the beautiful 
cloud-tipped mountains of Saltillo, 
Mexico and an extensive program of 
research and development began. 

It wasn’t easy for Bill and his tool 
designer/partner Charles Hill because 
there was no one at this factory who 
had even seen an Observed Trials or a 
Trials bike. 

They did, however, have a serious 
desire to get into the American market 
so Hill and Grapevine took their 
combined knowledge, Bill’s blueprints 
for his Trials machine, a hand-built 
prototype and moved to Mexico where 
they spent the better part of the year. 

The result is called the GRM 
Trialsmaster and some of its specs are as 
follows. 

The frame is made of aircraft quality 
4130 steel tube, imported from the 
United States and put together by 
Mexican craftsmen. 

The frame design is Grapevine’s own 
and is somewhat similar to his 
motocross “‘Maverick”’, except of course 
for the geometry. The new bike uses a 
single front down tube instead of having 
a double loop frame. 

The swing arm is certainly the 
stoutest to be found on any of the 
present crop of Trialers and this 
ruggedness probably reflects the 
designer’s preference for rocky sections. 

The rear shocks are the very good 
Boge units manufactured in 
Guadalajara, Mexico and on the front 
they use either the Betor or Ceriani 
forks. 

Gas tank and seat sections are 
fiberglass of a design similar to those 
found on competitors machines. 

The powerplant is Moto Islo’s own 
and is only a slightly modified version 
of the same engine they have been 
producing for some sixteen years, 
Performance is surprising, however, 
particularly when you consider that the 
total displacement is only 215cc. 

Reliability of all Islo motorcycles 
seems to be fantastic (Definitely !...Ed.) 
and evidence of over-engineering can be 
found everywhere. 

The crankshaft, for example, rides 
on four rows of ball bearings and the 
transmission can literally withstand 


pounding with a hammer. 

The only real modifications to the 
engine are the addition of an extra 
flywheel mounted on the crankshaft on 
the primary. drive side and_ the 
replacement of the 27mm _ Bing 
carburetor with a 26mm Mikuni, The 
torque and horsepower come from the 
porting and exhaust system. 
"Grapevine thinks like Mick Andrews 
when it comes to wheelbase and 
location of foot pegs in relation to rear 
axle, etc., and a tape measure will show 
that the GRM and the Ossa Plonker 
have nearly all the same dimensions 
even though both factories had been 
into their respective designs for several 
months before either had a chance to 
take a peek at the other’s model. 

On the deficit side, the GRM is 
seventeen pounds heavier than the Ossa 
MAR but this includes a steel front 
fender, steel rims, lights, and a trip 
speedometer. ‘i 

All these can be modified by the 
purchaser to bring the weight down. 
The retail price of $795 will allow the 
owner to do this and still mot have as 
much invested as he would have paid for 
one of its Spanish competitors. 

Also of interest to a potential buyer 
is the price of replacement parts which 
in many cases are around half the cost 

of the Spanish bikes. 

Of interest to would-be dealers will be 
the availability of parts and bikes, all 
from a warehouse located in the center 
of the United States. The distributor is, 
of course:

Grapevine should never get caught 
short of parts due to dock strikes, etc. If 
worse came to worse he could jump into 
a truck and drive to the factory for 
whatever he needed. That’s something 
few distributors can do. 

Dealers looking for a Trials model to 
add to their line without having to take 
on a full line of Enduro, motocross, and 
street models, would do well to drop a 
line to Grapevine. He’s serious about 
trying to make the world’s best Trialer 
and at the price it’s going for you’re 
going to see a lot of them in the hands 
of folks who simply want a super 
reliable Trailbike. 

GRM Inc. is making one of these 
bikes available to CYCLE NEWS for a 
test ride soon and the results will be 
passed on to you.

representative and quite easily. That’s a

Here’s another interesting fact. It’s 
commonly believed that motorcyclists 
are basically apolitical, But we put 
together this effort with just two of 
District 37’s 60 or 70 clubs. It happened 
that there were three of us with some 
political experience. John’s worked with 
the Democratic party for a number of 
years. Marv was a fireman and was 
involved in the civil rights struggle 
within the fire department. I had 
managed the campaign for a candidate 
for District Attorney four years ago and 
been involved in a few other campaigns. 
Statistically it’s impossible that our 
experience is unique, There must be at 
least 100 motorcyclists in the Los 
Angeles area with some political 
experience, 

Even more important, there were 
about 25 motorcyclists who helped in 
this effort. They gave several hours of 
time or some money and did so for a 
candidate that most knew would 
probably lose. These guys and gals 
weren’t apolitical. 

Let’s shift scenes for a moment. Back 
in the spring of this year the AMA 
launched a program called Political 
Frontiers. They advertised it well and 
got a fairly good group of people to 
come down to the Ramada Inn for an 
organizational meeting. And that was 
the end. The AMA has since spent a fair 


amount of money (our money, 
incidentally) supporting President 
Nixon.

Politics and Money Seldom Clash

Three elements made this year’s 
Barstow to ‘Vegas Hare ‘N Hound 
unique. First was the absence of J.N. 
Roberts who is still recuperating from 
“domesting injuries” as the British put 
it. Second was the absence of the bad 
winds that usually start the night before 
the race. The third element was the 
presence of Bureau of Land 
Management personnel. 

To my knowledge, this is the first 
large event held in the desert under the 
new rules, It very well could have been a 
lost weekend for 2,500 riders and their 
estimated 7,500 support crew members. 
It was reported that the much needed 
permission to hold the race was finally 
secured from the BLM only a week 
prior to the start of the race. 

What would have happened if the 
San Gabriel Valley M.C. was unable to 
secure the liability insurance that was 
demanded by the BLM? Some said that

instrumental in getting some press and 
industry people on a free trip to 
Washington, and they managed to get a 
bunch of signatures on petitions by 
cleverly disguising the intent of the 
petition.

What wasn’t dishonest ` was 
condescending. There were people there 
with experience who could have done 
some. effective political organizing, had 
they been given something real to work 
on. But they were given a junior high 
school civics class lesson in idealistic 
electoral politics. When you walked out 
of that room there was nowhere to go. 
So He people went home and wrote it 
off as a wasted evening. 


(These guys didn’t listen to Alice Rhea, 
and came to Vegas broke, Their pit 
crews were still sweeping the course and 
with no one to give them money, they 
had to actually ask for a beer).

Wonder what happened to 
the other 16?

the race would be held anyway, the 
start to be triggered by the accidental 
knocking over of the starting banner. 
Others said that the race would be held 
with legal action against the principles 
to be taken by the BLM at their leisure 
(they have been known to play this 
game). Still others said that the BLM 
would resort to the use of force. We 
were all wrong. 

It has been learned that the Highway 
Patrol had contingent plans to seal the 
off ramps between Barstow and Las 
Vegas; a simple plan requiring the 
absolute minimum number of personal 
and insuring the maximumeffectiveness. 
You can’t hold a race if nobody is 
allowed to get off the Freeway now can 
you? 

As it was, this plan or any other was 


not necessary because of one 
_ free-thmking insurance’ agency, the 
Goldware Insurance Agency, 7101 
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I quietly got big Jan Jansen on one 
side and asked him what he truthfully 
thought of our guys. ‘‘They’re brave,” 
he said. How about the American 
hacks? “Some look like antiques,” ‘he 
said, with a little head shake but we 
explained what kind of events our 
hackers ride and that most of them 
build their own rigs. It’s purely an 
Amateur sport. I bet our visitors would 
have a flat fit if they saw some of our 
guys tearing across the desert!

One thing that seems obvious to me 
is that motorcyclists will not work for, 
or even vote for, a candidate strictly on 
the basis of his position on motorcycles. 
There are too many other and more 
important issues. Sure, the candidate’s 
position on motorcycles is important. 
It’s a focal point. And since there are a 
great number of candidates, and many 
of them are good people, there’s no 
reason to work for a guy who’s 
antagonistic toward bikes, or 
disinterested in our problems. But he 
has to be a good guy, a guy able to 
inspire others to work for him on the 
bigger issues first and foremost. 

To make the point even more 
emphatic, I’m sure that none of the 
people who worked on the McGovern 
project with me would have worked for 
President Nixon if he had won a gold 
medal in the ISDT. And I’m equally 
certain that Ron Sloan wouldn’t haye 
worked for McGovern if he had won the 
Barstow to Vegas race. 

Now here’s an interesting thing: As 
motorcyclists it doesn’t matter much 
whom we work for. No matter which 
presidential candidate won in this last 
election he would have had a reason to 
be grateful to some motorcyclists. Does 
that mean I’m happy that Nixon was 
elected, or that since he was elected that 
I will support him? Nope. I despise the 
man. But I’m glad for the sake of 
motorcycling that, since he was elected, 
the AMA did something for him, 

Now let’s extend that a bit. We 
motorcyclists are individuals with 
different sets of principles and beliefs. 
During the months and years to come 
we will vote for different people. 
Sometimes we will be winners, 
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lovely bit in the script. I guess the media 
figures it’s kicked the chopper set 
around for a while, now they'll pick on 
us. 

This little tale showed some scene of 
bikes helping out in a search party with 
the most beautifully loud soundtrack of 
ringding noises we’ve heard in many a 
moon. All this on Channel 2, which is 
CBS. I wonder if who ever wrote that 
screenplay knows that CBS was giving 
one of it’s own companies a kick in the 
head. I’m speaking of course about 
“Cycle World” magazine. 

Somewhere, some time we’re going 
to see a script written that actually puts 
us in white hats for a change and after 
what we've been getting on TV lately 
I’m glad I went to see “On Any

There are more 
elections coming up.

closed on him but it wasn’t enough. 
Roger DeCoster seemed to slip back 
from the leading pair but still held third 
ahead of Lackey at the finish. Brad beat 
out the Czechs, getting by both of them 
with about ten minutes go go in the 
moto. Halm was looking pretty strong, 
however. DeCoster had two thirds; 
Lackey a sixth and a fourth; Takezawa, 
his most impressive ride. 

American Maico rider Gary Chaplin 
got a hole shot in the third moto that 
had the crowd gasping. It was 
unbelievable. What was even more 
mind-boggling was that at the end of lap 
one, a revitalized DeCoster had gotten 
past Chaplin and was making his Suzuki 
go very fast, indeed.
